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Front-Line Terrorist Fighter? 

After luxury overseas trip, 66-year-old politician Dana Rohrabacher poses as a fearless warrior 



I t has again become apparent that Orange 
County Congressman Dana Rohrabach- 
er’s loose, tequila-oozing grip on reality 
does not include a sincere appreciation 
of U.S. military bravery against terrorists, 
so it’s necessary to 
remind him of what 
front-line courage 
looks like: 

• During a six- 
hour period at the 
Battle of Ganjgal in 
2009, outnumbered 
Marine Corporal 
Dakota Meyer 
ignored rocket- 
propelled grenades, 
mortars and intense 
machine-gun fire 
from enemy combatants hiding in higher 
ground to make five trips into an ambush 
site with hopes of rescuing trapped corps- 
men or retrieving their corpses. 

• Though seriously wounded and sur¬ 
rounded in 2005, Navy Seal Michael Mur¬ 
phy lead a four-man team against a Taliban 
force 10 times larger, and to find a place in 
the rough terrain where he could call for 
helicopter assistance, he exposed himself to 
enemy fire so he could successfully transmit 
a radio signal—selfless courage that cost him 
his life. 

• Despite dozens of 2012 terrorist 
attacks in Benghazi, U.S. Ambassador 
Christopher Stevens remained at his 
Libyan post when more than 125 Islamic 
militants yelling, “Allahu Akbar!” stormed 
the diplomatic compound; spent hours fir¬ 
ing rockets, grenades and bullets; and mur¬ 
dered the respected foreign-service officer 
and three staffers. 

Sadly, Rohrabacher recently decided to 
cheapen those undeniable heroics. In a Jan. 


29 Dallas Morning News article featuring 
Republican Congressman Steve Stockman, 
our Costa Mesa Republican, known even on 
the GOP rubber-chicken circuit as one of 
this country’s least productive politicians, 
added to his stockpile of obnoxious, head- 
scratching quotes. This time, he tried to put 
himself on par with the likes of Meyer, Mur¬ 
phy and Stevens. 

“We were on the front lines of the war 
against radical Islamic terrorism and the 
front lines of what’s really important,” 
Rohrabacher asserted about himself and 
Stockman to the Texas newspaper. 

Front lines? 

No, these politicians didn’t parachute into 
a combat zone in Afghanistan, Iraq, Yemen 
or anywhere else. There was no reason to 
wear protective gear. They didn’t hunt down 
a single terrorist. Nobody shot at them or 
hurled a grenade in their direction. 

Instead, Rohrabacher’s claimed risky 
business consisted of a series of pampered 
experiences befitting a man who ran for 
Congress on a term-limits platform and 
this year is seeking to extend his stay to 28 
years. In mid-January, he flew for free in an 
upgraded seat on a commercially comfort¬ 
able flight to Cairo with Stockman and Ana¬ 
heim Democrat Loretta Sanchez, slept in 
luxury accommodations, enjoyed fine meals 
and told anyone who would listen that he 
was leading the tiny U.S. delegation. 

The gravest danger the notoriously 
disheveled congressman faced? The threat 
of an embarrassing wardrobe malfunction. 

To meet Eg 5 q)tian government officials, 
Rohrabacher put on a red, white, blue 
and gray outfit and—without a scintilla of 
worry—walked gingerly into one of that 
nation’s most secure and elegant buildings. 
Photos taken at the event show him slouch¬ 
ing in an ornate chair. His red power tie 


dangles from his neck, then takes a steep 
roller-coaster climb up and over his belly. 
Beneath an ever-expanding double chin, 
there’s his trademark goofy smile foreshad¬ 
owing a post-trip press release announcing 
his imagined importance in world affairs. 

Like his buddy, actor Steven Seagal, the 
congressman sees himself as a fearless war¬ 
rior in life-or-death scenarios involving 
heavily armed, relentless aggressors with 
evil agendas. That persona might be under¬ 
standable for a Hollywood action star that 
sells cartoonish fantasy for a living. How¬ 
ever, such fake bravado is grotesque for a 
66-year-old career politician who chickened 


out of Vietnam War military duty when he 
was eligible for combat. 

Nowadays at flag-waving GOP and Tea 
Party events, Rohrabacher is known to 
strum a guitar, howl off-key sub-Hallmark 
lyrics about valor and assure crowds he’s “a 
patriot.” He once tried to convince me he’d 
“bled for this country” while on vacation in 
Afghanistan when he was a 41-year-old civil¬ 
ian in 1988. Given his proclivity for deceit, I 
asked him if his alleged bleeding had been a 
scratch that required a Band-Aid. He started 
yelling about his fondness for Ronald Reagan 
and never answered the question.

For a county more populous than 20 
states, it’s embarrassing this career politi¬ 
cian, who regularly operates in delusion- 
one steeped in comfort, self-serving lies 
and unearned deference—has helped to 
send young Americans to actual front lines, 
where tens of thousands of them have been 
seriously wounded or killed since 2001. 

According to the Daily Pilot, Costa Mesa 
City Councilwoman Wendy Leece, who 
comes from Rohrabacher’s wing of local 
Republican politics, is contemplating a 
run for his 48th congressional district 
seat. The 65-year-old Leece is a substitute 
teacher known for unwavering social 


conservative stances and—more surpris¬ 
ing-being the staunchest ally of unionized 
city-government employees threatened 
with mass layoffs several years ago by an 
all-GOP council. 

Rohrabacher—who reported $315,000 
in campaign cash on hand as of Dec. 31, 
2013—didn’t accept invitations to explain 
his front-line boasts. 

MORE SHENANIGANS IN 
EXTORTION CASE 

Charged with trying to extort $350,000 
and expensive jewelry from one of South¬ 
ern California’s wealthiest Republican 
couples in 2008, ex-Orange County Demo¬ 
cratic Party Chairman Jim Toledano, along 
with his CO- defendant, Michael Roberts, is 


now scheduled to face a jury trial in April. 

On Jan. 16, Toledano, an Irvine law¬ 
yer, lost what was likely his final chance 
to secure pretrial dismissal of his 2010 
indictment. A three-justice panel (William 
Rylaarsdam, Richard Aronson and Wil¬ 
liam Bedsworth) at the California Court 
of Appeal in Santa Ana denied a defense 
request to overturn pro-prosecution rul¬ 
ings by Superior Court Judge David A. 
Hoffer, a former federal prosecutor. 

The sensational case, which I’ve cov¬ 
ered in depth in prior articles, is loaded 
with questionable government moves, 
including keeping potentially exculpatory 
evidence away from members of the grand 
jury as well as using Paul Roper, lawyer for 
the supposed victims, the well-connected 
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Dick and Priscilla Marconi, as the only 
expert allowed to appear during one¬ 
sided, secret proceedings. 

According to Toledano attorney David 
Swanson, Senior Assistant District Attor¬ 
ney Rebecca Olivieri trampled legal ethics 
by withholding “virtually all exculpatory 
evidence from the grand jury” and per¬ 
mitting the inconsistent, suspicious tes¬ 
timony of a witness who “was not telling 
the truth.” 

Appellate justices have previously 
slammed local prosecutors for hiding 
exculpatory facts at grand jury proceed¬ 
ings, but apparently they weren’t troubled 
that Hoffer defended Olivieri’s conduct. 
Though the prosecutor knew of notes 
Toledano insists are exculpatory, she never 
provided the three-page document to the 
grand jury—even though a member of the 
panel inquired about seeing the record. It 
then took her approximately four years to 
show them to the defense, which believes 
the DA’s case was manufactured as an 
insider gift to Marconi. 

(Within days of his office arresting Rob¬ 
erts and raiding Toledano’s law office. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Tony Rackauckas accepted 
maximum allowable campaign contribu¬ 
tions of $3,200 from the complaining 
power couple.) 

Hoffer somehow viewed Swanson’s 
reasonable complaint about the evidence 
hiding as an absurd defense demand to 
make the government “scour the Earth 
for all imaginable, arguably exculpatory 
evidence.” 

Yes, by all means, don’t scour an 5 l;hing in 
the pursuit of justice and when the liberty 
of two likely innocent men is at stake.

volunteers for the Orange County 
GOP, always is a smug douche. This 
guy thinks President Barack Obama 
is the devil, illegal immigrants are 
ruining this country and Reagan 
is god—though he has no feelings 
whatsoever. Usually, this type is in 
the closet. He’ll take you to Newport 
or Laguna for a date, with the occa¬ 
sional SanTana stroll to show he’s 
hip. Unless you’re also conservative, 
you’ll dump the guy after he becomes 
insufferable—which will take a cou¬ 
ple of dates. 

O THE SUGAR DADDY 

While the gold digger is an OC girl 
archetype, I don’t believe most women 
who go for older men necessarily do it 
for money.

Denny’s By Way of Hong Kong 

The new Tasty Garden in Irvine does excellent Cantonese and Hong Kong waffles

W hen I tell you the new Tasty 
Garden in Irvine has every¬ 
thing, I mean it. You can slurp 
on turtle soup, eat a Caesar salad, twirl a 
forkful of spaghetti, chase it with honey- 
glazed walnut shrimp and a stir-fry of 
bitter melon, then wash it all down with 
a smoothie. When you sit down, you’re 
given two menus. One is pink; the other 
is red. And on these spiral-bound pages, 
expertly laid out and splashed with food 
glamour shots, are about 200 things 
you never knew one kitchen could cook 
without teleportation devices to other 
restaurants and a chef who’s a little crazy 
in the head. Tasty Garden is a mini-chain 
of Hong Kong-style cafes that has become 
one of the most popular and successful of 
its genre in San Gabriel Valley (there’s also 
one in Little Saigon). 

The defining specialty of a Hong Kong- 
style cafe, or cha chaan teng (literally “tea 
restaurant”), like Tasty Garden is that it 
doesn’t have one. Western food (or rather 
the Eastern idea of Western food) such as a 
club sandwich and baked salmon with but¬ 
tered com and onion rings can be ordered 
in the same breath as the kung pao chicken. 
That, and it’s open late, which makes cha 
chaan tengs the Chinese equivalent of an 
American diner, where coffee along with 
something comforting and greasy can be 
ordered just before you turn in for the night. 

The Tasty Garden chain is fast becoming 
the Denny’s of cha chaan tengs, and I mean 
that in the nicest way. The new Irvine outlet 
is gleaming, lit bright enough to land planes, 
and looks as if it has a corporate daddy. All 
you have to do is embark on the exceedingly 
complicated endeavor of picking out items 


that won’t clash. For example, there’s a pea¬ 
nut butter and coconut pizza, which is listed 
as an appetizer. Or is it dessert? It’s actually 
baobing, traditional Chinese pan-fried fiat- 
bread used to sandwich a filling of red bean, 
a smear of peanut butter, sesame seeds and 
coconut. And what are those little balls that 
resemble Japanese takoyaki that the menu 
calls “Crab Roe”? Why, they are takoyaki! 
Complete with squeaky octopus centers. 

Menu exploration is made easier with 
those pictures. You just point, knowing that 
what you see is what you get. Besides, a few 
of the waiters don’t speak a lick of English. 
Yet when you venture to the Western¬ 
ized dishes and find a baked sole filet and 
chicken steak with spaghetti and mango 
cheese, you’ll think to yourself, “That must 
be misspelled; they must mean manchego 
cheese.” Then, when your order comes and 
you see an all-beige, ugly pile of food and get 
a whiff of what smells like mango wafting 
up from it, you’re not sure anymore. What 
you’re sure of is that you just encountered 
the worst thing on the menu—a dish that 
tastes as bland as it looks. As you’re eating, 
you come to the conclusion that this is what 
people in Hong Kong still think we Ameri¬ 
cans eat—a 1950s-era casserole dish that 
should remain on the dusty pages of your 
grand-aunt’s Joy of Cooking. 

But the chicken and fish in that dish are 
cooked rather well. The chicken skin is 
rendered crisp to golden flecks, the meat 
juice-bursting. In fact. Tasty Garden cooks 
everything well. Green beans are done 
crisp-tender, and cubes of filet mignon are 
stir-fried to such tenderness it almost feels 
unnatural. You can order the latter with 
mushrooms and a heavy hit of black pepper. 


The defining specialty of a 
Hong Kong-style cafe, or cha 
chaan teng (literally “tea 
restaurant”), like Tasty Garden 
is that it doesn’t have one. 

or opt for the basic “French-style,” better 
known as bo luc lac to the Vietnamese. But 
even something as rudimentary as an egg 
is executed flawlessly here. In the dish of 
shrimp with scrambled egg, the shrimp 
still wiggles, and the egg is as silky and as 
creamy as you’ll ever have this side of a 
proper French omelet. 

There is a list of actual specialties. Among 
them are clams showered with near-pul¬ 
verized bits of fried garlic that stick to the 
shells—and your teeth—in clumps. And I 
can’t decide which noodle dish I liked bet¬ 
ter: the simplicity of the house special fried 
chow mein, which uses no meat, or the 
house special vermicelli, which has squid, 
shrimp and red bell peppers, all of it snappy. 

There is one thing everyone must order 
at Tasty Garden: the Hong Kong-style 
waffles. It looks like bubble wrap and tastes 
as though someone combined the fluffy, 
eggy interior of a Madeleine, the crispy 
skin of a cake cone, and the soul of a Nilla 
wafer—the best interpretation of a Western 
foodstuff by a culture that thinks we still 
eat casseroles.

Pho for Mexis 


PHO CRYSTAL NOODLE HOUSE

A fter more than a decade of review¬ 
ing restaurants in Orange County, 

I can unequivocally state this: After the 
Vietnamese, the group that best loves pho 
is Mexicans. I've collectively seen more 
Mexis at pho joints over the years than 
gabachos or any other group of Asians, 
so much so I don't even blink anymore 
when I see a family slurping down din¬ 
ner while transfixed by a Paris By Night 
production or a group of paisas on break 
from construction specifying extra tendon 
but no tripe. Mexicans love pho so much 
there's even a genre of pho dives—Pho 
Cali and Pho Hoa Binh most famous 
among them—at which the menu is 
printed in Spanish and Vietnamese, with 
English as an afterthought, because the 
customers speak good-enough Vietnam¬ 
ese and the waiters speak good-enough 
Spanish. 'Murica! 

Pho Crystal Noodle House in SanTana 
isn't that geared toward Mexicans: There 
are no Spanish translations or the market¬ 
ing of goi cuon as "taquitos" as I've seen 
in other Vietnamese restaurants near bar¬ 
rios. But you're more likely to see a chola 
in a Valley High sweat shirt than you are 
Vietnamese, as the dive is located next to 
apartment complexes and a Laundromat, 
meaning the stream of working-class 
wabs never stops. Don't think the soup is 
somehow watered down or modified even 
a bit for Mexicans—what Crystal Noodle 
House serves is straightforward pho, 
all about the earthy broth and generous 
portions of meat. The beef pho is better 
than the chicken (which is good, but not 
Pho Dakao good); the hu tieu is a barn¬ 
yard feast filled with shrimp and Chinese 
pork barbecue and a big ol' piece of fried 
chicken to round everything off. Other rice 
and noodle dishes exist—but all cus¬ 
tomers, whether the mostly Mexi to the 
smattering of gabachos an6 Viets who do 
stop by, spoon through their soups. And 
regardless of order, everything ends with 
a complimentary cup of che, the soup 
dessert filled with tapioca balls—which, 
incidentally enough, Mexicans also love. 
It'd be nice if there were some Tapatio 
next to the Sriracha, or more herbs than 
basil leaves to throw in the pho, but Pho 
Crystal House's namesake soup can com¬ 
pete with the upper third of Little Saigon. 

So why the Mexican love affair with 
pho? You're going to have to dig up my 
decade-old series comparing Vietnamese 
and Mexican food for a full answer. But 
Mexicans, just as with all ethnic groups, 
seek out great meals—^the Reconquista 
ain't always rocket science, you know?

Weirdest thing you've ever eaten: 

Traveling with my parents through 
Europe as a boy, I tried “Butter Knobel,” 
a German ball of fat and flour [he thinks] 
that is steamed and served in soup. 

We saw your espresso collaboration with 
Portola Coffee Lab. Any thoughts about 
doing one with Seventh Tea Bar? 

Yes, of course. We love using ingredients 
from our neighbors’ stores. Besides the 
collaboration with Portola, we have had 
flavors with spices from Savory Spice 
Shop, cheese from Cellar Cheese Shop, 
olive oil from We Olive & Wine Bar, and 
waffles from the Iron Press. 

What are the most popular flavors? Are 
they the same in Costa Mesa? 

The salted-caramel has always been a 
favorite in all stores, but we sell a lot of the 
waffle cone crunch flavor here in the Mix. 
One food you can't live without: 

Bread. Being Danish, I grew up with rye 
bread and open-faced sandwiches.

Nature’s Own 
French Fry 

Green bean ‘fries’ at 
Crow Burger Kitchen 


W hen you’re at Crow Burger 

Kitchen, nursing a cold beer just 
poured from the tap and mulling 
your choice of meal, it will be hard to choose 
the green bean “fries” over the duck fat fries 
and the onion rings. It’s unnatural to want 
an 5 d;hing fried except what’s potato-y or 
onion-y alongside the juicy burger you will 
surely order. First of all, the quotes around 
the word^^zes all but ensures the dish isn’t 
fried. These green beans are just green 
beans. They’re served naked. Not fried. No 
crunchy batter surrounds them. But you 
want them. Yes, you do. 

The spears are grilled, or at least they 
appear to have been, and served upright, 
the same way the fries are. They possess a 
whiff of smokiness, an almost burnt sweet¬ 
ness that’s similar to what a hot wok imparts 
to a properly made Chinese stir-fry. Are 
they healthier than fries? Yes, probably. 

But these green beans taste as though they 
aren’t. Oil slicks the surface, adding just a 
touch of flavor and providing something 
for the salt to stick onto. You eat them with 
your fingers, dragging the spears through a 
tasty olive tapenade aioli, each pod tender 
but still snappy. In fact, they are so crispy 
that if you had a decibel meter, these green

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The Joy of Not Making It 

Think you’re special? See Adult World

E very once in a while, a terrific, 
small-budget indie comes along, 
and nobody even blinks. Adult 
World, directed by Scott Coffey (known 
mostly as an actor, particularly for his 
roles in David Lynch movies such as 
Mulholland Dr. and Lost Highway) and 
written by Andy Cochran, could easily 
get lost in the waves of well-intentioned, 
but ultimately undistinguished little 
movies that wash up on the VOD shores 
every week. But it’s so smart—and so 
specific about the way young people’s 
expectations of glory can either funnel 
more crap into the world or stem that 
crap’s flow—it deserves to be plucked 
from the drink. 

Emma Roberts stars as Amy, an aspir¬ 
ing poet living in a small, sleepy American 
city. She has just graduated from college 
in that city, and she’s certain it’s just a 
matter of time until she’s published by 
Harper's or the New Yorker. She expects 
her parents to not only pay the postage for 
the dozens of submissions she’s sending 
out, but also float her indeflnitely. When 
they gently explain they can’t afford to.

she takes the only job she can get: as a 
clerk at a porn store run by a saucy old 
lady (Cloris Leachman) and managed 
by a guy much closer to Amy’s age. Josh 
(Evan Peters), who’s sort of a sexier ver¬ 
sion of Jesse Eisenberg. Amy thinks the 
job is beneath her and throws most of 
her energy into chasing—some might 
say “stalking”—the poet she idolizes, the 
misanthropic Rat Billings (John Cusack). 
When she begs him to take her on as his 
protege, he responds, his delivery dry as 
dust, “I haven’t heard that sober and with 
my pants on in some time.” 

Amy might have some talent, but from 
the bits of her poetry she reads aloud in 
an overeager squawk that causes Rat to 


wince, it’s not likely. And in a way that’s 
direct but also terriflcally unkind, he tells 
her as much. That’s what makes Adult 
World so surprising—and so weirdly mov¬ 
ing. Amy is among the first generation of 
American children who have been raised 
to believe they can do or be anything. An 
education system that gives everyone a 
prize just for breathing may benefit some 
kids, but it instills unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions in others. Her confidence is stupen¬ 
dous; any actual abilities she may have 
shrink in its shadow. 

Even though she spends much of the 
movie bragging about the future suc¬ 
cess she’s sure she’ll have, you still feel 
something for her. As Cochran and Cof¬ 
fey make clear, her gifts as a poet (or lack 
thereof) aren’t the most important thing 
about her; she’s smart and sensitive and 
just needs to And the right way to push 
out into the world, though it may not 
involve success or fame. As Rat tells her, 
in one of his kinder moments, “If every¬ 
thing were great, nothing would be great. 
Nothing would be special.” 

Roberts’ performance is both breezy 


and carefully tuned: When Amy is petu¬ 
lant and arrogant, you want to shake her; 
but when disappointment strikes her, you 
feel it in your gut. Adult World captures 
beautifully—and with a great deal of self- 
deprecating humor—what it’s like to feel 
trapped in a place you think is too small 
to hold you. The setting of Adult World 
hit me particularly hard: The Aim was 
shot in Syracuse, New York, the city in 
which I grew up and went to college. I 
know why Amy wants to get out; I left, 
too, more than 30 years ago, and as is 
the case in many small American cities 
where manufacturing jobs have dried up, 
things there are even tougher now. But 
somehow, without spelling it out, Coffey 
captures the beauty and safety of living 
in a smallish place where people know 
and care about you. And the filmmakers 
understand that you can And amazing, 
wonderful, eccentric people anywhere; 
they don’t all just automatically 
migrate to New York and Los Angeles. 
Adult World reminded me of a truth 
I sometimes forget. Apparently, Amy 
isn’t the only one who’s still learning to 
be a grown-up.

ROBOCOP Congratulations, Detroit. 

In 1987, Paul Verhoeven's RoboCop 
cemented it as the most violent city 
in the world, an honor the Motor City 
resented for decades until its powers 
that be realized they may as well erect a 
statue of Peter Weller and milk the tour¬ 
ism. Now the attention has shifted to 
Tehran. Jose Padilha's RoboCop opens 
on a news broadcast of soldier-bots ter¬ 
rorizing the Iranian population—make 
that "promoting peace and freedom 
abroad," as hawkish TV host Pat Novak 
(Samuel L. Jackson) insists. The feed 
cuts out as suicide bombers rush the 
robots. By contrast, the gun smugglers 
of Detroit look practically genteel. 
Despite a law forbidding machine-made 
police from patrolling our own streets, 
CEO Raymond Sellers (Michael Keaton) 
of the robot-manufacturing OmniCorp 
wants to bring the robots stateside. And 
he's found a loophole: OmniCorp can 
win the hearts and minds of voters by 
putting the heart and mind of a human 
being inside a synthetic skeleton. The 
setup is different in this update, but 
the end goal is the same. A good cop 
named Alex Murphy (Joel Kinnaman) 
is doomed to be OmniCorp's test case. 
Only this is a kinder, gentler RoboCop, 
a PG-13. What most interests Padilha is 
watching OmniCorp's marketing strate¬ 
gists take a product—a person—and 
then chip away his humanity to sell him 
better. The horror of Murphy's robot- 
ization happens in slow motion. If his 
human empathy makes a rescue op take 
half a minute longer, shave it down. If 
he's tracking as too lovable, paint him 
black. Incrementally, Murphy is stripped 
of conscience and free will. He's no lon¬ 
ger limited by technology; he's limited 
by focus groups. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

WINTER'STALE If having a horse in a 
movie is almost always a good idea, 
having a flying white horse ridden by 
Colin Farrell is the ne plus ultra. Farrell 
is an extraordinarily appealing actor, 
a five-o'-clock-shadow charmer. But 
even with those mad, Groucho Marx 
eyebrows—like two caterpillars meet¬ 
ing on a leaf and saying "How d'you 


do?"—and his party-boy reputation, 
on film Farrell has always come off 
as a contemplative fellow, one who 
carries worry with him wherever he 
goes. As Peter Lake, a petty criminal 
going straight in Akiva Goldsman's 
Winter's Tale —based on Mark Helprin's 
novel set in a mythical 20th-century 
Manhattan—Farrell must be a shy 
heartthrob in the movie's first half and 
a savior in the second. He pulls it off 
as well as anyone could. And his first 
meeting with that white horse is more 
pleasingly earthbound than cartoonishly 
fantastical. Approaching this lovely 
creature, he shows the humility of a 
stable boy and a sense of wonder at its 
otherworldly beauty. Horse and rider 
are a match—as you would expect, 
there's a spiritual connection—though 
later. Jack will appear shirtless with the 
feverish heiress Beverly Penn (Jessica 
Brown Findlay), which is a different sort 
of magic altogether. Unfortunately, it 
all goes south when Jennifer Connelly 
shows up as a modern-day newspaper 
columnist and super-worried mom. 
Winter's Tale switches from a lavish 
mystical fantasy into a ponderous fable 
about destiny and miracles and stuff. 
Goldsman has written heaps of screen¬ 
plays, but Winter's Tale is his feature 
directing debut. The proceedings feel 
perfunctory, and in the clinch, he over¬ 
reaches for pathos. {PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE ATTORNEY A hodgepodge of genres 
and tones and presented as being 
"based on true events," writer/director 
Yang Woo-seok's South Korean film 
The Attorney has nothing in the way of 
subtlety. But damn if its critique of politi¬ 
cal corruption and cultural oppression 
in South Korea doesn't bring a lump 
to the throat. Song Woo-seok (Song 
Kang-ho) is an ambitious, stubborn law¬ 
yer whose impoverished background 
has given him both the drive to succeed 
and something of a chip on his shoul¬ 
der. Aside from his family (wife, two 
young children), he's only about making 
money. When a confluence of events 
and unconnected associates places an 
unjustly imprisoned and tortured col¬ 
lege student in his path, the decision 


to defend the boy has life-changing 
consequences. The film's flashback- 
heavy first half is at once a breezy, 
sentimental, lightly comic character 
setup of Woo-seok, making it clear 
what a fundamentally good guy he is. 
Halfway through, there's something like 
a record scratch: A crucial scene finds 
Woo-seok suddenly in crude, boorish 
mode. Rather than character develop¬ 
ment, this comes off as a heavy-handed 
ruse to make him unlikable enough to be 
redeemed in the final act's courtroom 
drama. In his feature debut as a direc¬ 
tor, Yang doesn't yet have the skills to 
massage the varied elements of his 
script, or to control his actors. In the 
emotionally charged courtroom scenes. 
Song (visibly too old for his character) 
masticates his way through the scenery, 
determined to milk the audience's tear 
ducts dry.

GIMME SHELTER Gimme Shelter dem¬ 
onstrates that Vanessa Hudgens should 
be considered the valedictorian of her 
High School Musical class. Hudgens 
convincingly chops nine years—nine!— 
off her age to play pregnant foster 
teen Agnes, aka Apple. Writer/director 
Ronald Krauss keeps his camera in 
Hudgens' face like he's looking for a 
fight, but she's still unrecognizable: hair 
hacked, face pocked with piercings, 
body thickened with an extra 15 pounds, 
and a feral anger in her eyes like a dog 
that's been beaten since birth. Apple's 
hard to like and harder to trust, but 
Hudgens makes us feel the desperation 
of having zero impulse control. And give 
Krauss credit for saying the word "abor¬ 
tion," something Judd Apatow didn't 
dare in Knocked Up. But when Apple 
and her fetus flee a clinic, he can't 
possibly ask us to agree that Hudgens' 
violent dumpster-diver would make a fit 
parent. But he does. And here's where 
we're asked drop the politics to see 
Gimme Shelter as the story of one girl 
and not a prescription for a nation. Or 
really, the story of the real-life woman 
behind the girl: Kathy DiFiore, a former 
abused wife and homeless mom who 
turned her house into a shelter for 
pregnant teens. DiFiore, played with 
empathy and steel by Anne Dowd 
{Compliance}, is the hero of Gimme 
Shelter, and Hudgens' Apple is just the 
star. But though the arc of the film is 
saccharine as a Precious Moments fig¬ 
urine, Hudgens is too honest to believe 
in simple, happy endings. Squint closer 
at this broken doll and she's still furtively 
flipping the world the finger. (PG-13)

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT With 
Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, the latest 
entry in the somewhat patchy canon 
of Tom Clancy adaptations, Kenneth 
Branagh enters more realistic territory 
than his blockbuster Thor—provided 
your idea of realism is elastic enough 
to embrace the adventures of a dutiful 
young CIA agent who races the clock to 
stop a megalomaniacal Russian finan¬ 
cier from blowing up Wall Street. This 
spy flick is half silliness, half swagger, 
but Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence 
as a director makes it work. Chris Pine 
plays Jack Ryan, a promising young stu¬ 
dent at the London School of Economics 
until 9-11 changes everything. He joins 
the Marines and barely survives a chop¬ 
per crash in Afghanistan, coming close 
to losing the use of his legs. Luckily, a 
young doctor-in-training at his rehab 
orders him to "Walk, damn it!" or words 
to that effect. And since she's played 
by Keira Knightley—a woman with the 
eyes of a seductress and the jawline of 
an adorable baby shark—he dares not 
disobey. Meanwhile, CIA elder William 
Harper (Kevin Costner, now in full-on 
silver-fox mode) recruits Ryan to work 
as a plant at a Wall Street firm, keeping 


an eye out for hinky funds transfers 
that could signal terrorist activity. Ryan 
accepts, eventually heading to Moscow 
for a field assignment, where he 
crashes a thug's head into a hotel bidet. 
Branagh orchestrates all this with Zeus- 
like aplomb: Bodies fly, taking chunks 
out of plaster, and Ryan is visibly shaken 
by his first kill—the weight of what he's 
done hits us just when it hits him. Pine 
is a Jack Ryan whose patriotism isn't 
likely to override his conscience. (PG)

THE LEGO MOVIE Consider the Lego, 
the toy of contradiction. With them you 
can build anything: houses, airplanes, 
house-airplanes. When the Lego gods 
created man, the "mini-fig," he was 
startlingly conformist; if the company 
hadn't forbidden their toys to dress up 
as soldiers, they could have served 
as the perfect playset to reenact The 
Triumph of the Will. More recently. 

Lego have come packaged as licensed 
kits with instructions showing children 
exactly what to make. To their credit. 

The Lego Movie writers/directors 
Phil Lord and Christopher Miller have 
thought through the complexity of their 
subject, creating a goofy cartoon that 
will sell enough tickets and toys to keep 
their bosses happy while facing head- 
on the fact that these bricks are kinda, 
well, fascist. Our hero is a mini-fig 
named Emmet Brickowski (Chris Pratt), 
a construction worker (of course) who 
discovers he is the prophesied chosen 
one, a trope as stiff as his joints. He 
awakens in a darling dystopia where 
everyone has a specific role to play, 
and winds up the target of the evil 
President Business (Will Ferrell), a 
looming figure in brick KISS boots. Lord 
and Miller have a deft and daring sense 
of the absurd. They give us a world 
where everyone is literally a cog, make 
us root for Emmet to build things he's 
only dreamed of, and circle back and 
ask if there can be too much creativity, 
as when Emmet and his allies Batman 
(Will Arnett), an astronaut (Charlie Day), 
a unicorn kitten (Alison Brie), and a 
godlike Lego sage (Morgan Freeman) 
attempt to make a submarine without 
coordinating their plans. Should there 
be a supreme builder? The theological 
implications are a pleasurable head trip.

LIKE FATHER, LIKE SON The seemingly 
innocuous school interview that opens 
writer/director Hirokazu Kore-eda's 
sublime Like Father, Like Son is actually 
a master class on foreshadowing, as its 
banal questions and calculated answers 
turn out to be carefully laid tripwires for 
the thematic concerns of the film. Those 
include looking at nature vs. nurture 
in shaping children's personalities; the 
gender roles of parents; and how the 
adults' careers shape the emotional 
tenor of a household. It adds up to a 
layered, complex thesis that Kore-eda, 
in his artful, thoughtful style, turns into 
moving poetry. Two Japanese families 
are ruptured after learning that their 
six-year-old sons were switched at 
birth. One family is headed by a wealthy, 
abrasive architect used to getting 
his way. The other father, a laid-back 
electrician, lives almost hand-to-mouth 
but is a teddy bear with his adoring 
wife and kids. The men's personality 
differences manifest clearly along class 
lines and are at the heart of the film's 
questions of what makes a parent, what 
constitutes a family, and how to define 
non-monetary success. Too many intel¬ 
lectuals dismiss questions about identity 
as secondary or irrelevant to the politics 
of class. Kore-eda is smarter than that, 
subtly illustrating that class concerns 
matter precisely because of how they 
inflame (or engulf) the emotions of 
everyday life. What makes this nearly 
flawless film work, though, as the two 
families make their way to a solution. 


is that it's far from a pedantic screed. 

It's charming, gently humorous, and 
beautifully attuned to the interior lives 
of children.

THE MONUMENTS MEN Most of US like 
to think we'd stride into a combat zone 
to save a distressed child. But would 
we do the same for a Michelangelo 
Madonna? You can see why George 
Clooney would be attracted to these 
heroes, particularly as Robert M. Edsel 
(with Bret Witter) presents them in his 
gloriously readable 2009 book. Edsel 
focuses on the eight men, among them 
museum curators and art historians, 
who trekked to Europe at the tail end 
of World War II "to inspect and pre¬ 
serve" every important work of art or 
architecture in the path of the Allied 
forces between the English Channel and 
Berlin—and, as it turns out, ended up 
saving hundreds of stolen works that 
Hitler's troops had amassed for a grand 
museum to be built in the Fiihrer's honor 
in Austria. History, politics, and civic 
ideals are catnip to Clooney the director, 
but The Monuments Men, either despite 
its clearly noble intentions or because 
of them, stumbles on the march. 

Clooney and co-writer Grant Heslov 
embellish, rearrange, and condense 
many of the details, none of which is a 
problem. But Clooney can't control the 
story; it keeps flying out of his grasp 
like an unruly spring. The Monuments 
Men feels loose and disorganized, even 
though all the requisite cogs have been 
accounted for. His great skill as a direc¬ 
tor may be his affinity for actors, and the 
performers here (Jean Dujardin, John 
Goodman, Cate Blanchett, Matt Damon, 
Bob Balaban, Bill Murray.) always 
have some quiet sparkle about them. 
Monuments Men fails in its grand ambi¬ 
tions, but it's still satisfying in bits and 
pieces, like a busted statue. {PG-13)

TIM'S VERMEER First, let's get this out of 
the way: There is no Santa Claus. Now, 
onto a perhaps even harsher truth: 
There are certain indications that Dutch 
Master Johannes Vermeer, whose 17th- 
century paintings—like Girl with a Pearl 
Earring and The Music Lesson —show 
an extraordinarily delicate touch and 
a finely attuned understanding of light, 
color, and composition, didn't just slap 
his images on the canvas freehand. He 
may have used lenses and mirrors to 
reflect everything he saw before him 
right onto the canvas. Then, all he had 
to do was fill them in with his paint¬ 
brush. You could almost do it at home. 
And so someone has. A few years back, 
■fim Jenison, a San Antonio-based 
inventor, rigged up lenses and mirrors 
and built an obsessively detailed model 
of the room Vermeer painted in The 
Music Lesson, to see if he could pro¬ 
duce his own version of the painting. He 
pulls it off, sort of, in a paint-by-numbers 
way, and Teller—^the quieter half of 
Penn & Teller—records the whole 
arduous process in Urn's Vermeer. As 
partner Penn Jillette says, we tend 
to think of Vermeer as an unfathom¬ 
able genius. "Now he's a fathomable 
genius." Jenison makes some intelligent 
points about the way art and science 
are often considered, wrongly, separate 
disciplines. Then he goes right off the 
rails, asserting that if Vermeer really did 
use these optical tools, then "we are 
seeing photographs. It's a photo." Only 
a moron would believe that. Vermeer's 
paintings weren't just detailed re¬ 
creations of sets and people; there's life 
in every corner of them, a kind of vision 
that goes beyond mere seeing. {Not 
Rated) Stephanie Zacharek.

‘STOCK/california’ at Coastline Art Gallery has pronnising displays 

undercut by boring ones

A S magazines,books, letters and 
other uses of pulp drift into the 
digital landscape, it’s only fitting 
that curator David Michael Lee’s “STOCK/ 
California” at Coastline Art Gallery should 
honor that fade into oblivion, gathering 
eight artists, all of whom use paper in their 
work. Sadly, while the uneven work on 
display should have caused me to shed a 
Luddite tear, it instead made me mourn 
the loss of the trees that died to create it. 

Lisa Dowling’s lovingly handmade books, 
created from blocks of wood and ungainly 
chunks of trees, is the most original of the 
bunch. As a work of deconstruction, she 
captures the visual sensuality and tactile 
heft of “real” books, adorning them with 
metal locks and hinges. Not that she’s try¬ 
ing to protect anything; the covers of her 
lumber tomes aren’t locked, but rather open 
wide as though welcoming lovers, lined 
with engraved or printed fragments of the 
artist’s original (superb) poetry on paper, 
metal or the wood itself Even the titles 
offer an erotic frisson: Drifting, The Stages 
of Sleep, Salty Dog, This Is Eden, Given, 

Nap and This Is a Tulip. The work on all 
counts is so assured that if Dowling decides 
she wants to stop making books, she has a 
bright future publishing her poetry. 

While there’s redundancy in the themes 
and visuals of Elena Mary Siff’s mixed- 
media collages, the sheer volume of her 
output—more than a dozen, including 
several sculptures—demands attention. 
Culling images from comics, magazines 
and the work of other artists, her most 
acerbic pieces present a fine tongue-in- 
cheek absurdism: In High Rise, acrobatic 
women balance on tenuous tinsel wires 
amid skyscrapers; a woman in a box office 
sells tickets to the rock star/movie actor/ 
Jeff Koons freak show around her in 
Crazee; an Observatory should be intrigu¬ 
ing by itself, but with angels in the air, 
nude dancers, astronauts and giant iguanas 
traipsing through the landscapes, it’s the 
least interesting thing going on; Far Out 
would make a remarkable sci-fi pulp cover, 
its alien paraphernalia, angels and military 
planes all looking to go mano-a-mano with 
one another; the focus of the bleakly hope¬ 
ful Power is a crystal ball containing the 
image of a man on his knees praying to air 
turbines, while the current landscape is oil 
derricks, filthy air and gas stations. 

Up close, it’d be easy to snarkily label 
Chris Sullivan’s tom cardboard sculpture 
Interstate 5 At the Grapevine—Late Summer 
as PoMo art junk... until you take a few 
steps back. That distance allows you to see 
the gradations as intended, with all of the 
canyon’s cars, freeways and mountainous 
divides ingeniously represented. Pastel col¬ 
ors convey a bland elegance to the image of 
a woman wearing a crown, sitting in a chair 
atop what resembles Balboa waterfront 



property. While sympathy for the 1 percent 
isn’t normally my forte, Sullivan succeeds in 
creating an air of bland sadness around her 
real-estate queen. The images in Shattered— 
a woman extending her hands in worship, 
a cut-up Earth exploding into fragments 
over her head, as a crowd of people, opaque 
with white paint, blend into a morass of goo 
below her—work thoughtfully on several 
levels, political, spiritual and philosophical. 

Less impressive is Lee’s decision to 
include the remaining five artists. Not 
because they don’t each have at least one 
piece that’s intriguing, but because Sul¬ 
livan, Siff and Dowling set the content 
bar so high the others’ work just falls fiat. 
Steven Perlin’s Untitled series consists of 
building a piece around a cut-out image (a 
car, a bike), painting, papering and draw¬ 
ing on the canvas to fill up the remain¬ 
ing space. The end result is mundane, 
sloppily painted and poorly drawn. With 
no elegance of presentation, it might be 
rescued by its storytelling, but there isn’t 
any. Hiromi Takizawa’s Mylar raindrops, 
folded up on themselves and hung from the 
ceiling with fishing wire, could have been 
Warhol interesting if they covered more 
territory in the gallery, but the handful 
presented is too paltry to make an impres¬ 


sion. I applaud Julie Easton’s White Waves 
and Pink as the most experimental—made 
with burnt rolling papers; while I admire 
her OCD formalism, I couldn’t help but 
wish there was more life in their shimmer¬ 
ing beauty. I wanted to like her work, but I 
simply can’t give a thumbs-up to work that 
looks like it should be in a dentist’s office. 

Colleen Collett’s blossomy lattice 
fiower/snowfiakes made from white paper 
and silver paint (bundled and lit so that 
the shadows reveal yet another design) is 
a clever exercise in chilly sterility that left 
me cold. Lastly, Diana Markessinis’ mixed- 
media Ea//en Tree Forest attempts a surreal 
re-creation of a nature scene using tubing, 
tape, glue, dowels and a shitload of brown 
paint. White string bursts from the stumps 
to attach to a gallery wall, making one 
think of phone lines or a phone “tree,” but 
the grade-school visuals aren’t worth the 
paper they’re painted/glued on.

The Good Hipster 

I t's a bit counterintuitive why society makes 
fun of hipsters. We're definitely guilty of it 
at the Weekly. Besides the obnoxious ones 
who wear headdresses at Coachella, what's 
wrong with wanting to eat healthy, local food 
and shop small business? Heaven forbid 
these hipsters care about helping the local 
economy and our environment! On a corner 
in Long Beach, you'll find a dry-goods gen¬ 
eral store (yeah, we still have those!

Orn Hansen gets its name from Bobby 
Roda's mysterious family folklore. "My 
grandfather's family are from Sweden, and 
their last name was Hansen," he explains.

As of late, there's 
some curated vintage, but Roda plans to 
move into all new products. Right now, Orn 
Hansen has outdoorsy coats from Pointer 
Brand, boots from Chippewa and a handful 
of organic grooming supplies—you know, for 
beards and such. Perhaps the most notable 
manufacturer featured, though, is Railcar 
Fine Goods, an Arcadia company that makes 
its denim in-house. 

Though Orn Hansen has been open a 
mere five months, "We're killin' it over here," 
Roda says. But he also wants his store to be 
sustainable. "We [the U.S.] do everything 
in excess, and for me, what it comes down 
to is growing as organically as possible. 

We wanna be responsible with what we're 
doing, grow with the demand, and support 
the local community." 

Sounds awesome. So, perhaps the only 
thing we can tease Roda about are the 
sweet axes he sells in the shop. There's so 
much wood to chop around these parts....

New Politics are a foreign band winning over stateside fans 

one show at a time

I magine you’re an indie rock band. 
You’re looking for opportunity, so 
where’s the best place to move, 
at least in 2009? Williamsburg in 
Brooklyn, of course! At least that’s 
what Danish-bred New Politics 
thought. In their quest for rock 
stardom stateside, the band found 
out the hard way that life in the Big 
Apple is far different than in their 
home city of Copenhagen. 

Though they inked a deal with 
RCA Records, New Politics’ uneasi¬ 
ness about living in a new city 
resulted in a 
culture-shocked 
debut effort. 

Grappling with 
the difficulties 
of assimilating 
into American 
life. New Politics 
showed potential, 
but the album was so nondescript it 
didn’t make much of an impression 
on fans or critics. 

“Looking back at it, we had no 
fans, we hadn’t really been on tour 
before, and we were just musicians 
writing songs,” singer David Boyd 
says. “But thankfully, [RCA] believed 
in us.” 

New Politics had mild success 
touring. They managed to score a 
30-date opening slot on 30 Seconds 
to Mars’ Into the Wild tour, but for 
their next record, the band needed to 
carve out their identity without the 
security blanket of having their close 
friends and family down the street. 


The sessions for A Bad Girl In 
Harlem were difficult. Between the 
pressures of daily life, figuring out 
who they were as a band and under¬ 
standing that they needed a strong 
follow-up were essential to their 
career. Add the financial difficul¬ 
ties of being in a band, and it would 
have been understandable if the trio 
had wilted under the pressure. New 
Politics not only stepped up their 
songwriting, but their personal lives 
starting coming together as well, as 
they made new friends and stopped 
being overwhelmed 
by life off the road. 
And their first hit, 
“Harlem,” peaked 
at No. 4 on the U.S. 
alt-rock charts. 
With a rumbling 
catchy rhythm 
reminiscent of the 
Knack’s “My Sharona,” the song cap¬ 
tured the ears of the listening public. 

“You can’t predict these things,” 
Boyd says. “I remember hearing it 
after the mix and knew it was good, 
but in the back of my mind, I was 
thinking this is either going to go 
really well or it really won’t. But our 
manager and label were convinced 
that this was the first single, and 
though we see potential in all of our 
songs, they ended up being right.” 

Even so. New Politics continue to 
use the struggles from their journey 
across the pond to keep themselves 
inspired and on edge. They chan¬ 
nel that ethos to drive their onstage 


presence as well. During their 
80-minute, jolt-inducing sets, you 
can see they’ve learned from some of 
the best, having opened for a diverse 
roster that includes Fall Out Boy, 
Pink, and OC’s own Young the Giant 
and the Dirty Heads. 

Though the soft-spoken Danes 
were initially nervous about the jump 
to headlining status, Boyd says the 
group have been overwhelmed that 
many of the shows on this tour are 
rolling into bigger venues thanks to 
the large ticket demand. This week, 
they’ll play alongside Magic Man and 
Sleeper Agent at the Observatory. 

The blessing of being in a band 
that was unknown to many as 
recently as six months ago, yet is 
suddenly one of the fastest rising 
new bands on the road isn’t lost on 
Boyd, who remembers when New 
Politics were fearful of their new 
home on the road. In the past year, 
they have had only one month off. 
But cultivating newfound fame has 
its perks. 

“Seeing fans singing along to the 
songs and going crazy is so incred¬ 
ible,” Boyd says. “When you pour 
your heart and soul into music 
and throw it out there and see a 
response, it’s really humbling.”

How Much Does It 
Cost to Make a Song? 

A breakdown of how much an average band spends 

to create music from scratch

T he Internet can be a great mar¬ 
keting tool, but it’s ruining the 
livelihood of many artists. This 
we all know. 

In the widely circulated, insight¬ 
ful blog post titled “This Photograph 
Is Not Free,” Ventura County-based 
John B. Mueller penned a response 
to the requests photographers often 
receive for free usage of their work in 
exchange for “exposure.” He deter¬ 
mined the actual cost, calculating 
that $6,612 would need to be spent on 
equipment and software to produce 
one of his pictures. 

We decided to apply this concept to 
the recording industry, as musicians 
also often feel pressure to give away 
music for free. Just how much would it 
cost someone to re-create a song from 
scratch? We chatted with bassist Danny 
Bengston from the LA-based scuzz pop 
band together Pangea to discuss some 
numbers. 

First, we determined their approxi¬ 
mate equipment costs: 

Erik Jimenez’s drum kit: $400 
William Keegan’s Squire guitar: $500 
Keegan’s amp: $500 
Bengston’s Squire bass: $200 
Bengston’s bass amp: $600 
Chad Ubovich’s Fender guitar: $900 
Ubovich’s guitar amp: $1,000 

Then we added up the small things 
(also approximately): 

Effects pedals: $50 to $100 each 

Patch cables: $5 each 

Mic stand: $20 

Mic cable: $20 

Instrument cables: $50 each 

Drum sticks: $10 


Guitar tuner: $50 
Guitar picks: $5 per pack 
Copyrighting song(s): $45 

When you reach the studio (after 
spending about $15 for gas), you’re 
going to have to pony up at least $450 
per day, so if you’re lucky, you can have 
an album recorded in a week, which 
will cost roughly $3,150. Mastering your 
album will cost about $500, and dupli¬ 
cating the CDs will cost about $250, for 
100 CDs. 

The total cost: $8,320. 

But that doesn’t even include the 
van you’ll need in which to transport 
your equipment, so factor in an addi¬ 
tional $3,500 for a vehicle that runs but 
doesn’t look too pretty. 

You’ve easily just spent more than 
$11,820 to re-create a song that most 
people have, at one point or another, 
downloaded for free. Then there’s the 
cost of promoting the song and adver¬ 
tising the album. Keep in mind that 
each band member needs to pay for per¬ 
sonal necessities such as rent, insurance 
and food, which is why musicians, such 
as the guys in together Pangea, need to 
hold onto their day jobs until they make 
it big. The venues that pay small acts to 
play usually offer $200 to $400 per gig. 
Otherwise, the band is required to sell a 
certain amount of presale tickets. 

So what’s a band to do? To start, find 
sponsors who will at least provide some 
free clothes/food/money for touring. 
Then wait it out. Any industry’s viabil¬ 
ity lies within the consumers, so stop 
pirating music and fork over the cash 
your favorite artists are struggling to 
earn. Trust that it will cost you much 
less than $8,320.

Bark of a 
Beat Poet 

R aindog's salt-and-pepper hair is tucked 
under the bill of a purple Three Olives 
Vodka baseball cap that shades a thin pair of 
glasses and a wiry billy goat beard. His husky, 
well-more-than-6-foot frame is shrouded in 
a pea-green hoodie. When he's not putting 
around town in a rusted-out '84 Olds Cutlass 
Supreme, he hunches a bit as he limps with 
the aid of a jagged oak walking stick. And his 
gruff, low-key demeanor hardly seems like 
that of the rock-star wordsmith he is. 

"I'm lucky if I get 30 good poems all year," 
he quips over a pulled-pork sandwich at 
a restaurant in downtown Long Beach. 
"They're all good, though—hardly any crap 
in them." 

The poet, who publishes as RD Armstrong 
("Raindog" is a nickname taken from a Tom 
Waits song), has been a known force on the 
Long Beach/LA poetry scene since the '90s. 
He has put out 18 chapbooks and 10 poetry 
anthologies and has appeared in more than 
300 poetry magazines, anthologies, blogs and 
e-zines. He also operates the Lummox Press, 
a small press based in Long Beach that pub¬ 
lished the Lummox Journal for 11 years and 
celebrates its 20th anniversary this year. As a 
publisher and a poet, Armstrong's style har¬ 
kens back to the days of Charles Bukowski, of 
whom he's a huge fan. However, his writing 
touches on issues of love in a compassion¬ 
ate way that makes him a bit different from 
his idol. 

Lately, Armstrong has been enjoying 
an unlikely collaboration with Ikey Owens 
of Mars Volta and Jack White fame. With 
Owens' help, he created Eyes Like Mingus, a 
spoken word EP featuring a selection of his 
poems. Read aloud by gravelly voiced New 
Yorker Frank Beukema (a friend), the poems 
are accompanied by ambient, jazzy tracks pro¬ 
duced by Owens—an admirer of Armstrong's 
work on the local coffeehouse circuit. 


Armstrong recalls Owens approaching him 
as he came off stage at an open mic where 
he performed both music and poetry. "Ikey 
said, 'If you ever wanna do recording of some 
of your music. I'd love to play keyboards,"' he 
says. "At the time, I didn't know who he was... 
and I was like, 'Okay, that's nice.'" 

The poet would eventually bring LBC's 
indie producer extraordinaire a collection 
of recorded spoken word in need of some 
background music. The title piece, "Eyes Like 
Mingus," is a vivid list-style poem written for 
one of his musician friends affected with ALS 
(a.k.a. Lou Gehrig's disease), which jazz great 
Charles Mingus also struggled with toward 
the end of his life. Like Mingus, Armstrong's 
friend was only able to communicate by star¬ 
ing or blinking at him in his final days. Driving 
along one day, listening to a radio documen¬ 
tary about Mingus, Armstrong was struck by 
a story told about another musician friend of 
Mingus' who'd gone to visit him in Mexico, 
where the legendary bassist had supposedly 
gone to see a shaman who would try to heal 
his disease. 

"[The friend] was describing [Mingus] and 
what he looked like and how sad he looked— 
he couldn't move or talk, and all he could do 
was look at him," Armstrong says. Upon hear¬ 
ing the documentary, the poet raced home to 
write. "When I heard that, something clicked 
in my head," he says. "I sat down and wrote 
the poem in 10 minutes—boom!" 

Years after he'd written it, finally getting 
the chance to record "Eyes Like Mingus" was 
a cathartic experience for Armstrong. Though 
he considers himself a poet more than a 
songwriter, putting his ideas on record has 
helped him to see the similarities between 
the two. 

"When you write a song, it's like the 
same process," Armstrong says. "They just 
kinda come out—you get an idea or you 
hear a phrase in your head, and you write 
it out, and the next thing you know, you got 
a song."

Blondie’s is where El Modena High goes to die 


I was sitting alone in this dark, very 
brown saloon, the only fully clothed 
female. A few TVs silently flashed 
sports. It had been dead quiet before a 
guy finally wandered over to the retro- 
looking jukebox. I whispered along to 
“Highwayman” by the Highwaymen until 
the thunderous riff that introduces “Los 
Angeles” by X burst into my ears. 

Funny, I thought. I had never heard X 
in a bikini bar before, and funny that the 
girl who first taught me about the band 
also told me about Blondie’s—in seventh 
grade. You see, her dad would hang out 
here until it was time to pick her up 
from Santiago Middle School down the 
road. And that’s pretty close to the crowd 
here: middle-aged men, day drinkers and 
male El Modena High alumni finally old 
enough to drink. No, this ain’t the place to 
pick up women, but rather to escape from 
the ones in your life for a bit. Even though 
the bartenders are female and barely 
clothed, Blondie’s isn’t a dating service 
for them, though our gal of the evening 
was professionally flirtatious. 

In contrast to all of the stores sur¬ 
rounding it in this strip mall, with their 
lit signs announcing their presence, the 
bar has but a small white decal that reads, 
“Blondie’s Saloon” and “Somewere in 
Orange, CA”—complete with typo.

‘Euckin’ bitchhh.’” 

“That’s Jesus,” said the bartender, 
referring to the bearded man.

“Yeah, I had that punk-rock look going 
on back then,” I said with a laugh. 

“That wasn’t my thing back then, but 
now you look good,” he said. ‘You have 
a boyfriend?” Eellas, this is not how it’s 
done.
